The impeachment of student 
president Mike Hackard got off 
to a jack-rabbit halt today when 
Hackard was granted a two week 
continuance to prepare his 
defense 

The hour-long first session 
was a continuous debate over 
procedures for impeachment. 
Once the session began, Dick 
LaVergne, handling Hackard’s 
defense, questioned the 
legitimacy of the impeachment 
proceedings. He argued that the 
Senate was required to send 
Hackard a signed list of charges a 
week in advance and that he had 
not received them until a few 
minutes before the hearing. The 
Senate contended that they had 
sent Hackard a list of charges 
and that the specifics entered 
yesterday (see below) were 
merely a delineation of the 
charges mailed to Hackard last 
week. 

Nevertheless, to insure 
fairness in the hearing, the 
Senate agreed to continue the 
hearing until Monday, April 3, 
to allow Hackard time to 
prepare his defense on the 
specifics introduced yesterday. 

Meanwhile the student Board 
of Justice entered the case 
issuing a declaratory judgment 
which, if found valid, could 
make it impossible for Hackard 
to be impeached. They ruled 
that the senate must have ten 
votes for impeachment for a 
decision to be valid. The Board 
interpretation states that it 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 
“entire membership” of the 
Senate to impeach an officer 
This interpretation, they said, 
meant two thirds of the number 
of seats on the senate, fifteen, 
and not the number of actual 
persons on the senate, ten 

Since one of the charges 
against Hackard is the failure to 
hold elections to fill the vacant 
seats, the Board’s decision is 
being appealed. For it is possible 
under that interpretation for a 
president to eliminate a student 
senate (and declare himself 
dictator?) merely by refusing to 
hold elections to fill vacant 
seats. He would be secure in that 
action by the knowledge that he 
could not be impeached by the 
remaining senators—if there were 
fewer than ten. 

Related to the judgment of 
the BOJ, an action was filed in 
the student court yesterday 
afternoon to have all actions of 
the Student Senate at which 
there were fewer than eight 
members present declared null 
and void. The justification for 
this action was that if the BOJ’s 
judgment on membership holds 
true, then the majority of the 
senate necessary for a quorum 
must be determined by the 
number of seats rather than 
actual persons on the Senate. 
Since the Senate has been basing 
quorum on physical members in 


office rather than the magic 
number of 15 it has held 
numerous meetings at which 


there was a lack of the eight 
members necessary for quorum 


Two week continuance granted 


according to the BOJ. 

In fact, if the actions of the 
Senate in those instances were to 
be declared null and void it 
would mean that some of the 
members of the BOJ itself are 
not authorized to sit on the BOJ 
since they were approved by less 
than a majority of 15. 

But, the BOJ’s ruling might 
not be valid in the first place. It 
was pointed out at the 
impeachment hearing that 
Hackard had failed to get 
approval of college president 
Bernard Hyink for the judicial 
appointments. That approval is 
required by the ASSSC 
Constitution. Thus any actions 
they have taken to date could be 
declared invalid by the Board of 
Judicial Appeal. Thus although 
the BOJ’s judgment could have 
put them out of office, an 
appeal to overturn that 
judgment because they were not 
authorized to give it would put 
them back in office, except they 
really wouldn’t be in office 
because they haven't been 
finally confirmed yet. 

In short, to date student 
government at SSC continues to 
be a comedy of errors. 

Meanwhile for your 
information, the Hornet 
reproduces a summary of the 
charges against Michael Hackard 
introduced in the Senate to 
date 


1. ATTEMPTING TO USURP 
POWERS DELEGATED TO 
THE BRANCHES OF 
STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

This charge relates primarily 
to the Hornet controversy 
During that affair the Hornet 
maintained that due process had 
to be involved; that Hackard and 
Schneider had no right to act 
unilaterally. They maintained 
the proper procedures to deal 
with complaints about the 
Hornet were with the BOP and 
the Student Senate. Hackard and 
Schneider however maintained 
that Senate Bill 19 requiring 
their signatures on claim 
schedules gave them the power 
to act unilaterally. The Senate 
maintains that even if the power 
of SB 19 were valid, the use of 
that power must still follow the 
dictates of due process. Hackard 
and Schneider maintained that 
as the executive officers of the 
ASSSC they were the Hornet's 
publishers. However the statutes 
and constitution of the ASSSC 
clearly establish that it is the 
BOP acting for the Senate which 
is the publisher. The president 
and vice-president have no 
jurisdiction in the internal affairs 
of the campus newspaper. 

Hackard and _ Schneider's 
attempt to unilaterally freeze 
the Hornet funds and pressure 
the editor and _ publications 
coordinator into resigning was 
clearly an attempt to usurp 
powers constitutionally granted 
to the BOP and the Senate, this 
is a violation of the ASSSC 
Constitution, Art. Ill Sect. 
2-“He (the president) shall 
administer the affairs of the 
ASSSC, according to the policies 
set forth in this Constitution and 
the legislation enacted under its

agency responsible for the 
appointment of editors and 
managers is the agency solely 
responsible for their removal. 
Editors or managers will not be 
suspended or removed because 
of faculty, administrative or 
public disapproval of editorial 
policy or contents which does 
not violate the law. 

Ill. NON-PERFORMANCE 
OF DUTIES 

Const. Art. VI, Sect. 
41-—“Vacancies in any elective 
office of the ASSSC...shall be 
filled by a special election called 
for that purpose not later than 
thirty days after that vacancy 
occurs.”” The senate currently 
has five vacancies dating as far 
back as August 197] 

Statute 150-EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE FOR STUDENT 
PERSONNEL SELECTION 

The purpose of this 
committee is to recruit 
interview and recommend io the 
President possible candidates for 


executive appointments. This 
has been one of the senate’s 
difficulties this year. Had this 
committee existed a much 


improved circumstance for 
filling the many positions may

Const. Art. III. Sect. 3-‘*...he

Statute 221—‘“‘Any member 
of the ASSSC who shall give, 
promise or offer any valuable 
inducement to any elected or 
appointed officer of the ASSSC 
for the express purpose of 
improperly influencing an 
officer in the performance of his 
official duties shall be guilty of 
improper influence.” This 
Statute is intended to account 
for instances of bribery. It is 
being used here to account for 
instances of extortion § since 
there is not specific statute for 
that charge. In this instance the 
valuable inducement was the 
continued funding of the 
Hornet; the gratuity to be 
tendered was the resignation of 
the editor of the Hornet and the 
Publications Coordinator, among 
other demands. Focus here is 
given again to the Hornet 
controversy however. other 


instances, unrelated, have 
occurred.

This is an Olympic year, and 
in order to attempt to quatify 
for the U.S. Olympic team, one 
must have, as of February 1971, 
covered the 26-mile_ three 
hundred and sixty-five yeard 
course in a time of two hours, 
thirty minutes, or less.

Trackmen lose to Oregon 


Sacramento State’s Hornet 
track team became two-time 
victims to University foes 


yesterday as they fell to Oregon 
State University 103-60. The 
Hornets, coming off a Saturday 
afternoon non-scoring tune-up 
against the University of the 
Pacific and a host of other 
independent track clubs, could 
manage only five wins out of 
nineteen events against the 
strong Oregon club. 

Oregon, who swept three 
events, turned in some very 
impressive times for their first 
meet of the year victory. Doug 
Cramer started the Oregon 
swoop with a 169-7 hurl in the 
hammer throw, and a 55-4% 
heave in the shot put. 

In one of the more exciting 
match-ups of the day Oregon’s 
Lowell Harris edged out Sac’s 
Tom Ellis for a 14.3 win in the 
120 yard high hurdles. Ellis was 
also clocked at 14.3. 

Just prior to the Harris-Ellis 


duel Scott Jackson and John 
Svoboda ran to a 1-2 OSU 
victory in the mile run. Both 


were clocked at 4:16.7. 

The most devastating OSU 
victory was turned in b* 
Ethiopian born Hailu Ebba, who 
awed all on-lookers with 4 


fiendish 1:49.7 clocking in the 
880 yard run. 


Hornet highlights, though few 
in number, were just as 
respectable and especially that 
of the 440 relay. The team of 
Cookie Bowens, Adrian Rogers, 
Roger McGill, and Ralph Ligons 
were four tenths of a second off 
the school record with a 40.9 


clocking for honors in that 
event 

Ligons and Rogers added five 
more points apiece as_ they 


copped honors in the 100 and 
220 yard dashes respectively. 
Ligons clocked 9.9 in the 100, 
while Rogers was one tenth of a 
second off the school record at 
21.3 in the furlong. 

Kevin Furey made the 
winner’s circle with a 9:29.6 
Hornet win in the 3000 meter 
steeplechase 

Other winners were: Luther 
Goin (OSU), long jump, 22’ 
6%”; Clay Lowery (OSU), 440, 


49.3; Geoff Overson 
(OSU-sweep) 440 IH, 52.8; 
Roger Smith (OSU-sweep) 


164-7; Tom Woods (OSU), high 
jump, 6’8”,; Kevin Moore (SSC), 
triple jump, 47°7”. OSU won the 
mile relay in 3:15.1 










Oregon this July is SSC’s own 
Steve Dean, a 5-11, 135 I|b., 
22-year old senior who runs the 
marathon because, he says, “I 
was forced into it.” 

Steve, it seems, was forced by 
the fact that he hasn’t enough 
natural speed to run the shorter 
distances, (3 and 6 mile runs). 
So he concentrates on the 
marathon, in which he is ranked 
twentieth in the nation. He no 
longer runs for the SSC track 
team as last year was his last 
year of eligibility 

Steve enjoys the marathon 
because of the unstructured, 
personal workouts, and the fact 
that he only participates in five 
or six races a year, and that way 
he can more effectively train for 
any particular race 

Steve has been training 
continuously now for over five 
years, and his workout for the 
Boston marathon, in which 1200 
runners start (Steve finished a 
respectable nineteenth last year), 
is eighteen to twenty miles a 
day, every day. He has no special 
diet during training, however a 
week before the race he goes on 
a Strict carbohydrate-protein 
diet 

““Apple Cheeks,” the name his 
Sigma Phi Epsilon fraternity 
brothers gave him, is not overly 
optimistic about his chances of 
winding up in the Olympic team 
this year, but on the other hand, 
Steve thinks it will be about six 
to eight years before he reaches 
his prime running years. 

Steve runs his workout 
generally on the American River 
levee, where cars can’t bother 
him. 

So, if you happen to notice a 
scantily clothed person running 
steadily into the distance, 
chances are it’s Steve Dean 
“doing his thing.” Good luck 
from all of us, Steve!

If you are a person who 
smokes, you may simply ignore 
this column, thinking that it is 


Simply another one of my 
tirades against smoking. 
However, that is not the case 


This column deals, | feel, with a 
far more important issue 
individual freedom vs. social 
coercion. The argument which 
perennially keeps popping up in 
favor of smoking is this: ‘‘Look, 
it’s a free country, isn’t it? I can 
smoke if I want to. 
Furthermore, this is a public 
place.” 

My position on the issue of 
smoking in public, admittedly, is 
such an extremist view that it 
often makes me decide not to go 
fo a concert, movie, or lecture 
because I have to balance in my 
mind. the expected pleasures 
against the probable discomforts 
which smokers will aflict upon 
my body. Nevertheless, I feel 
that I am justified in saying that 
I have a right to demand that 
people sitting near me in a 
public place (and indeed 
anywhere in a classroom which 
lacks any real cross-ventalation, 
short of open windows on both 
sides of the room and a gentle 
breeze) refrain from smoking, at 
least until they are outside or in 
the privacy of their own car or 
home 
I do not wish to force my 
morals on anyone else. When | 
ask someone to stop smoking, I 
have no power to say, “Stop 
smoking, or else....” What I hope 
for is that people will be

of my 
convictions, and that their own 


considerate 


conscience (if they have one) 
will prompt them to respect my 
wishes. What I usually do when I 
am in class, is to ask whoever is 
about to light up to please wait 
until after class if they want to 
smoke. I usually , try to say 
something before the cigarette 
has been lit, out of economic 
consideration for the smoker. I 
once smoked over a pack a day 
myself, so | know how expensive 
a habit it is. | do not, however, 
have any qualms about asking 
someone to snuff out their 
cigarette even though they have 
only taken one or two drags 
Even though the person sitting 
near me might not be the first or 
only one in the class who is 
smoking, I will still ask him or 
her to not smoke, as that person 
is the principal who is in 
flagrante delicto violating my 
basic right, as a living being, to 
breathe. But is is not enough to 
stop merely the person sitting 
next to me in class from 
smoking; when there are three, 
four, or even a dozen people in 
the room blowing billows of 
noxious poisons into the air. So 
I address myself to people who 
smoke, and I ask that you please 
be more considerate of 
nonsmokers, even those who are 
too polite to mention their 
disgust for your habit 

Most people, I have found, will 
readily comply with my request 
that they not smoke when they 
are around me. I do receive some

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interesting reactions, from an 
understanding “that's cool,” to 
an inquiring “why should I? I 
like to smoke.” My answer to 
that question is simply that it 
makes me sick. It is not a matter 
of my having some “minor” 
allergy, but a matter of my 
feeling that I am going to throw 
up. My body has a rather sharply 
defined intolerance for poisons 
and pollutants. Strangely 

*nough, I regard this as a 
blessing rather than a curse 
Some people think it strange 
that I should be “allergic” to 
tobacco, somehow having the 
twisted notion that my allergy is 
some kind of sickness. I hold to 
the belief that my body’s 
intolerance to poisons is 
Nature’s way of protecting me 
from substances which would 
shorten my life span or reduce 
my sensitivety to the pleasure of 
enjoying subtle fragrances and 
relishing delicate tastes. | am 
reminded of one particular 
person who wanted to defend 
his “right” to smoke in some 
kind of debate, while at the 
same time he laughed at me for 
being so ‘‘sickly.” In that 
particular situation, I simply 
declined debate, as that person 
was obviously too infantile to be 
swayed by reason. “And after 
all,”’ | thought at the time “why 
should | have to defend myself 
when it is he who is the one who 
stinks?’ 

I quite fully realize that I am 
an incorrigible purist in the 
discipline of deciding what I 
take into my body, and that not 
everybody can be as sensitive to 
the waste products of society as 
I am. If they were, the very 
foundations of civilization 
would crumble. After all, a 
certain amount of superfluous 
matter is to be expected in this 
world, and it is inevitable that 
since there is more than enough 
of everything to go around, 
people would spend their leisure 
thinking up new 
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brainwash people into 
subsidizing their artistic cigarette 
advertisements by buying their 
cigazettes. If everyone were as 
sensitive to bad air, bad water, 
and bad food as I am, they 
would all want to move out into 
the country, and would never 
drive a car again. Where would 
we be then? I must admit, 
finally, that it is futile for me t 
try to advocate that the masses 
of people not smoke, for this 
would surely threaten the 
economic structure of a 
capitalistic society, and lead to 
its ultimate downfall. Just think 
of the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth which would then prevail! 
No, I cannot, ultimately, be at 
odds with a society which is 
founded on and funded by 
alcohol, tobacco, and drugs. I 
must confine my criticism to my 
onginal thesis: I don’t advocate 
that people should not smoke, 
but that they not smoke in 
public places (especially when | 
am around) 

Perhaps the issue at hand 
should be restated in terms of 
individual freedom vs. social 
responsibility (rather than social 
coecion). | have decided that | 
will not coerce anybody, 
physically, at least, into limiting 
their personal freedom. I wish to 
point out that an individual’s 
treedom is limited by his social 
responsibilities, and by certain 
formalities of politeness. 
we all have 


Sure, 
certain desires,

and so forth, but 
doesn’t society prescribe that 
the individual delay the 
gratification of most of these 
until they can be satiated in 
private? If someone has to shit, 
he doesn’t squat in the corner of 


appetites, 


the room wherever he happens 
to be. That would be barbaric, 
to say the least. If a guy wants 
to ball a certain girl, should he 
be granted immediate fulfilment 
of his desires and be allowed to 
ejaculate his libidinal nature 
infon her in public? Modern 
societies have criminal laws 
against such things. I wouldn’t 
even go so far as to say that 
there ought to be law against 
smoking in public or classroom 
Situations, even though I 
consider tobacco smoke to be 
one of the foulest of human 
excretions and a mark of 
depravity. My position is this: 
though you may, possibly, have 
a right to abuse your own body, 


I have a right to try to keep 
mine healthy. To achieve these 
ends, I have engaged in periodic 
controlled fasts on fruit and 
vegetable juices, gone to great 
lengths to eat only organic, 
natural foods, and prefer to 
drink either distilled or spring 
water. Just consider the 
possibility that I am a fragile 
form of life, and that things 
which do not seem noxious to 
you (namely, cigarette smoke) 
seem deadly to me. 
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Draft Help raps Hornet article

To Whom It May Concern: 
During this past weekend, the 
Administration took the liberty 
of converting a section of 
student parking facilities next to 
the Speech Building into a 
faculty parking lot. In case you 
don’t know which lot we’re 
referring to, it’s the one that’s 
only half full—of students’ cars 
with tickets on the windshields. 
This deed was done even though 


the faculty lot nearby is never 
full, while students cannot find a 
parking piace after 10 a.m. 
unless they want to park by the 
football stadium 15 minutes 
from the classrooms. More 
importantly, the facilities were 
converted without the students’ 
knowledge. 

We realize that the Sacramento 
State Student body is among the 
most complacent in the nation 
and that even those students 
who normally park in the 
converted area have already 
accepted the loss of their 


Summer sessions at the 
University of California 
offer college students and 
teachers some of the best 
choices of courses, lan- 
guage institutes and spe- 
cial programs for credit in 
the nation 

Plus, they offer college 


facilities; still we cannot let the 
Administration push us around 
at will. We pay thirteen dollars 
per semester to park (this will 
very likely increase year after 
year) and we keep getting 
pushed further and further from 
our classrooms. Teachers argue 
that their perking places must be 
close to their classrooms so that 
they can transport classroom’ 
material with ease. “Classroom 
material” usually consists of a 
briefcase and a thermos of 


coffee. Most of the students 
around the Speech Building 
carry so much classroom 


material, it must be transported 
in packs. 

Faculty members receive two 
parking stickers for fourteen 
dollars, the idea being that most 


teachers have two cars. In 
reality, the second sticker 
usually winds up on the 


teacher’s favorite student’s car. 
Of course we realize the value in 
this procedure—it promotes 
classroom brownie points. 

The Administration seems to 
feel justified in charging students 
to park. Instead of charging a 
flat thirteen dollars or more to 
park five to fifteen minutes from 
classrooms, why not sell each 





students and teachers the 
California summer. With its 
beaches. Its mountains. Its 
lakes. Its perfect weather 

Summer sessions will be 
held at Berkeley, Davis 
Irvine, Los Angeles, River- 
side, San Diego, Santa Bar- 
bara and Santa Cruz. All 
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individual parking place 
separately, charging less money 
the further away the parking 
place is from campus? !n other 
words, those facilities next to 
the stadium would cost less than 
those nearest the buildings. No 
parking place should exceed the 
thirteen dollars we are now 
paying. All parking places should 
be made available. 

This proposal isn’t likely to be 
adopted, so a few of us 
concerned students are taking 
matters into our own hands. But 
we can’t do it without student 
support. If you really give a 
damn~if you think the Sac State 
Student Bodv has heen shoved 
and shuffled long enough—if you 
finally realize that working 
through the Sacramento State 
bureaucratic system doesn’t 
work—contact the two campus 
radio stations: KEG and KERS. 
Both are located on the second 
floor of the Speech Building. 

Act now before the 
Administration pushes us into 
outer Slobbovia!!!
